Bourke-Dunph|> is generally directed to a system and method for integrating a client 
computer into a comp|ter network, As described, a Set-Up Computer Wizard ("SCW") can be 
used for controlling th^ installation of applications to a client computer. (Summary, col. 1, lines 
42-43). As described jin Bourke-Dunphy, the "SCW presents a list of applications from which 
the user can choose foj installation to the client computer as shown in the GUI of FIG. 10." (col. 
5, lines 31-33). ThejExaminer quotes this passage for the proposition that Bourke-Dunphy 
teaches Applicants' e^ment of "selecting a service provider by a user on the client device s 
wherein the user select } the service provider from a plurality of service providers " 

However, this spction in Bourke-Dunphy describes choosing a list of applications and not 
service providers. ljic applications in Bourke-Dunphy are computer programs, such as 
Microsoft™ Word, Microsoft™ Excel or other such programs. This is in contrast to the service 
providers (e.g., ISPs) Claimed by Applicants. Moreover, Bourke-Dunphy makes clear that the 
"SCW executes on sejfcer 20." (col 4, line 40). Thus, this step in Bourke-Dunphy does not 



occur on the client device. Applicants' claim 1 4 however, includes "selecting a service provider 
by a user on the client <§evice ." 



As Bourke-Duijphy does not teach or suggest selecting a service provider, let alone on a 
client device, it does sot teach or suggest all elements of Applicants* independent claim 1. 
Therefore, independent iclaim 1 and dependent claims 2-14 are allowable. 

Claim 15 indues the similar element of querying a user for a service provider, wherein 
the client device 



lucjpi 

is arranged to provide a user with an ability to select one of a plurality of 
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service providers. Fotjthe reasons previously discussed with respect to independent claim I, this 
element is neither tau jht nor suggested by Bourke-Dunphy- Therefore, independent claim 15 
and dependent claims .6-24 are also allowable.
